Has Mrs. Hollingsworth Told ‘All 
She Knows of Her Sis- 
ter’s Murderer? 


The Police Think Not, and There 
Are Strong Reasons for 
the Belief. 


A Sensational Capture Made by the De- 
tectives This Afternoon. 


One of the Girls Who Carried the Letter to 
Anna Weiss at 616 Market Street Sup. 
posed to Be Under Surveillance—The In- 
quest Begun at 9:30 A. M.—Testimony of 
Mrs. Hollingsworth and Other Witnesses, 
Followed by an Adjournment Until Men- 
day—Gambier Billy McClear Arrives in 
St. Louis, Calls on the Police and Goes to 
His Home at Louisiana, Mo., Promising 
to Return on Monday—No Arrests Yet 
Made — Developments of the Day in the 
Sensational Tragedy. 


N THE mystery sur- 
rounding the betrayal 
and murder of Anna 
Weiss the opinion 
among all who have at- 
tempted to follow the 
developments is that 
Mrs. Al Hollingsworth 
knows far more than she 
has yet divulged. What 
it is can only be reached 
by theory. The opinion, 
however, is a  well- 
settied one, and is held 
by the detectives and 
police as well as by oth- 

ers. The basis for it is that Mrs. Hollings- 

worth has held back information showing 
any evidence of her sister’s trouble, 
saying she knew nothing of her 
sister’s trouble or that she came 
to St. Louis for any other purpose than to 
yisit friends. Then she came forward volun- 
tarily, saying she was worried so that she 
could not hold it any longer, and that she had 
only kept back what she knew because her 

Sister had made her swear that she would say 

nothing about it. The disclosure that she 

made was that Anna Weiss had rented a room 
at the Erie House, 616 Market street, Monday 
evening, as was published in the Post-Dis- 

PATCH last evening. The question now is, 

does Mrs. Hollingsworth know anything 

more? Or did Anna Weiss impart to her a 

closer secret still, and place ber under a more 

binding and solemn oath? — 

The detectives are now endeavoring to work 
out an answer to these questions. In the ex- 
amination of Mrs. Hollingsworth they are 
confronted by one difficulty, and that dim. 
culty, it seems, cannot be overcome. If Mrs. 
Hollingsworth is ignorant of anything else 
than she has told she carries the truth of it 
out in every feauture.

On Mon- 
day she complained to me that our room 
was too hot, and said: ‘I can’t stand 
this. You shut your rooms «ip 80 
tight that I almost smother and the bugs and 
mosquitoes ara terrible. She then stated 
that she would go out and gt a room some- 
where. I told her she had better stay with 
me, but she said ‘no’ and would not oP 
ed. Ihumored her whim and we lett t 
ouse. We went upto Market street and first 
stopped at Fifth and Market but did not like 
the looks of the place. We then went to this 
Erie House and Anna went up stairs. She 
looked at aroom which the proprietor showed 
her and then called me u stairs 
to see it. Concluding that she would take it, 
my sister gave the man a five-doliar bill to 
pay for one night's 8 saving that she 
could tell better how she liked the room after 
stayingin it one night. The man gave her 
back $4.50 and she left her little satchel and 
shawl. We then left the house and we went 
down Market street to Filth. At Fifth and 
Poplar Anna boughta sandwich and left me 
saying that she would return to her room, I 
went home. Tuesday afternoon about 
5 o’clock she returned to my house and 
asked me to go with er to the 
room to get her things. When we got to Fifth 
and Market Anna asked me to and get her 
things, as the men stared so at her. I did so, 
and came back withgthe satchel and black 
shawl. We then concluded to take a street- 
car ride, and tookthe Olive street cable line 
to Jefferson avenue. On Jefferson avenue we 
rode to Lafayette avenue and got off that 
car at Fourth and Clark avenue. We then 
went home. Anna stayed with me all 
that night. The next day she was 
very busy about the house. In the morni 
she washed some underciothing and mend 
a garter. She took two letters from her trunk 
and tore them into little bits 
into the fire afterwards. While she was doing 
thie she told me that it anything should hap- 
pen to her while she was in St. Louls she 
wanted her sister Theresa to have her sewing- 
machine and told me tokeep hertrunk. I 
said, ‘Uh, don’t talk that way, Annie,’ and 
thought no more of her words. 
the afternoon she washed and changed 
her, underclothing from head to foot. 
She then left the house, saying that she was 
going to visit friends in North 
telling me not to be un in 
to return home that night. She took with her 
the little satchel and black shawil but did not 
carry any bundle. Where she obtained those 
cloths and bandages I don’t know. She did 
not have them with her when she left the 
house. Inever saw her alive again. 

Why did — not tell about going to that 
room when first interrogated by the police?“ 
asked Coroner Frank. 

„Because I promised Anna I would not 
toll, was the answer. ‘‘When she first spoke 
about going tothisroom she first made me 
hold up my hand and swear not to tell any- 
thing about it. I promised just to please her. 
When I first went to see the Chief about it I 
was so excited that I — to say anything 
about it. Then a detective came to my home 
and I meant to tell him, but some wom 
came in there and I had no time. I knew 
ought to tell, so I went up to the 
Chief's office yesterda afternoon and 
told him everything. Mrs. Hollingsworth 
appeared considerably agitated while delivy- 
ering this testimony. 

Being questioned in to the habits of 
the deceased while about her house Mrs. Hol- 
lingsworth said: ‘‘She kept everything to her- 
self. Whenever she leftthe house even to go 
down in the yard she would always lock her 
trunk and put the keys in her pocket. I did 
not know know that she was in a delicate 
condition. She had me wait on her 
a great deal, but supposed it 
was on account of her feet, which were very 
sore. She did not tell me of any of her friends 
in St. Louis and she had no caliers of any 
kind. Idon’t think she knew many people in 
this city. Her only female companion was 
Sadie Smith of Jefferson City who used to run 
with her a great deal.

FFEE-GRABBING CORRUPTION. 

In the days when the balances in State 
and municipal treasuries were small, a 
treasurer and his securities were permit- 
ted by common consent to eke outa fair 
compensation for their risks and respon- 
sibilities by lending public money at in- 
terest for their own private benefit. Even 
after the increase of tax money had con- 
verted treasurerships into ring bonanzas, 
and the amount of interest thus collected 
had become a manifest wrong to taxpay- 
ers, the old view of the matter remained 
fixed by custom until the struggle for the 
prize in conventions and at the polls de- 
veloped the corruptions and scandals in- 
herent in the system. Then the abuse 
was rooted out, and the interest now de- 
rived from deposits of tax money is for 
the benefit of taxpayers. 

The reform of the fee-grab system of 
compensating public officers was equally 
slow and came about in the same way. 
As this city grew in wealth and popula- 
tion the enormous value of Recorder fees, 
Clerk fees, Collector fees and Marshal fees 
became equivalent to a gigantic robbery 
of the people, but this wrong was also 
tolerated, because custom had sanctioned 
it,until popular disgust with the crooked- 
ness and corruption it ehgendered in local 
politics caused the abolition of the fee- 
grab as far as those offices were con- 
cerned. 

The abolition of the interest grab and 
the fee grab has so far saved the people 
hundreds of thousands of dollars a year 
and dried up two of the worst fountains 
of political corruption, The work should 
go on till not a trace of that vicious sys- 
tom is left. It still lingers in the Coal Oil 
Inspectorship, but even in that last ditch 
it is doomed, because there, too, it is 
bringing forth scandalous fruit after its 
kind. Everybody knows why extra pay 
to the amount of ten or fifteen thousand 
dollars a year was continued to the Coal 
Oil Inspector, because everybody knows 
that it has been given to a member of the 
Democratic National Committee for the 
work he has engaged to do for his 
patron us a candidate. 

Such a scandal as this—such a grab of 
the people’s money, used to hire a party 
committeeman to render personal service 
at variance with the obligations of his 
position—will surely arouse public senti- 
ment as it was aroused against other fee- 
grabs, and the next Legislature will not 
dare to adjourn without making the Coal 
Oil Inspector accountable to the State for 
a large part of his official fees, as other 
public officers are.
